The Domestic Intelligence Division states that the Bureau does not have 
the John Birch Society under investigation and has not placed any undercover informants 
in the organization. As a matter of fact, the Bureau will not approve any individual for 
development as a confidential informant if he is a member of the John Birch Society./o 

No information is available to indicate membership ofTany^Bureau A 
employee in the John Birch Society. All employees are required to # list all organizations 
to which they presently belong on their Personnel Status Forms which are required 
annually from investigative employees each February 1 and from all other employees 
each August 1. The organization memberships listed by all field employees must be 
reviewed by the Special Agents in Charge or their designees, and in the case of SOG 
employees, by the Administrative Division. With the exception of the Boy Scouts and/* 
certain other organizations, no lists are maintained of the names of employees belong¬ 
ing to specific organizations. However, it is felt that any listing by an employee of 
membership in the John Birch Society would have been noted when the Personnel Status 
Forms were reviewed and such membership brought to the attention of appropriate 
Bureau officials. The employees responsible for making such checks have no recollec¬ 
tion of any listing by any Bureau employee of membership in the John Birch Society. 

In addition, the General Indices of the Bureau contain no references to indicate John 
Birch Society membership on the part of any FBI employee.

Your letter of February 5, 1965 to the President concerning 
the Ku Klux Klan and the John Birch Society has been referred to 
this Department for consideration and reply. 

The only authority under which the Attorney General may 
designate organizations is Executive order Mo. 10450, relating to 
the Federal employee security program. Membership in or affiliation 
with a designated organization is one factor to be considered by the 
departments and agencies of the Federal Government in connection 
with the employment or retention in employment of individuals in 
Federal service. The Ku Klux Klan has been so designated. Apart 
from this Executive Order we have no authority to characterize or 
evaluate organizations. 

The wide public coverage which has been given to the John 
Birch Society during the past several years indicates that while it 
has been highly critical and even slanderous of many government 
officials and in strong disagreement with several governmental 
policies, it does not seek to alter the form of government of the 
United states by unconstitutional means, but rather It favors our 
constitutional form of government. Neither does the organization 
advocate or approve the commission of acts of force or violence to 
deny others their rights under the Constitution of the United States. 
There has been no information indicating that it is dominated, 
financed or controlled by a foreign power or foreign political party 
or even subject to any foreign Influence. 
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Regarding the - Blue Book, American Opinion and other publi¬ 
cations of Mr. Welch and the Society, the First Amendment to the 
Constitution guarantees to everyone the right to speak and put in 
print his views on a subject even though critical of our form of 
government or of our public officials. It grants to each person 
the right to associate and meet with persons of his own choosing. 
Despite the reprehensible nature of some publications, unless there 
is evidence of violation of a specific Federal statute, there is no 
action the Federal Government through the Department of Justice 
can.take. _ _ ... --- 

On the basis of the information which has thus far come to 
the Department's attention, there would appear to be no factual or 
legal grounds upon which the John Birch Society could be designated 
by the Attorney General under Executive order No. 10450 even though 
we may have strong disagreement with its views. 

In this connection, you may be interested to knew that at a 
press conference at his office in Washington on November 18 , 1964 , 

Mr. J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal Bureau of investigation, 
was reported by the press to have stated, "we have never investigated 
the Society. Our investigations are limited to subversive activities." 
Mr. Hoover was also reported to have commented that he had no respect 
for Mr. Robert Welch, the head of the Society.

By memorandum dated October 25, 1963, information appearing 
in the Congressional Record for October 24, 1963, was set forth for 
the attention of the Director.

The Director 
asked "Did we ever investigate the John Birch Society? Did we ever 
give Benson anything on J.B. Society?7*^ 
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We have never investigated the JBS. We have obtained public 
source material concerning this group and have issued instructions to 
the field to be alert for the formation of chapters; that the Bureau v 
was particularly interested in efforts by subversive elements to take 
over or use the JBS or. its chapters; and that no investigation should^ 
be conducted. We have also furnished information regarding the JBS 
by letter to the Department in 1959, 1960, 1961, 1962, and the 
White House in 1959 and 1961. Assistant Attorney General J. Walter 
Yeagley in April, 1961, stated that, in the absence of information 
indicating that a Federal law or Executive Order has in fact been 
violated, it would be inappropriate to undertake an investigation 
of the JBS. No 

this matter. We are continuing to be alert for any information 
indicating that an investigation of the JBS is warranted. 

A review of Bufiles indicates that Ezra Taft Benson, 
Secretary of Agriculture under former President Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
advised our Sal£ Lake City Office on September 18, 1962, that he had 
conducted considerable research concerning the JBS and had found 
nothing actually wrong with its. activities and purposes. Mr. Benson 
did state that Robert H,^*Welch, President of the JBS, had made some 
"foolish” remarks in tEfle past concerning former President Eisenhower 
and other, government official^ t t^at to a large extent these

statements by Welch had been misconstrued. Mr. Benson indicated 
that his son, Reed A. Benson, had been approached by the JBS to be 
the JBS representative in Utah and surrounding states. He felt 
that his son would consult with him concerning his affiliation with 
the JBS and, although he knew the Bureau does not sanction or endorse 
any group, he wanted to know "off the record'* how the FBI felt about 
the JBS and whether or not it had been investigated and any conclu¬ 
sions reached. The SAC advised Mr. Benson off the record that to 
his knowledge the FBI has not investigated the JBS as such and that 
any affiliation with this group by his son would be his own decision.

There is no other information in the Bufiles to indicate 

I that Mr. Benson or his son, Reed A. Benson, have been furnished 
information regarding the JBS. Both are on the Special Correspondents' 
List. 

It is felt that Reed Benson should be contacted by the SAC, 

I Salt Lake City, regarding his statement that he obtained a copy of 
the FBI's "report" on the JBS. The exact nature of this "report" 
should be determined and the exact manner in which he obtained this 
"report" should be clarified. In the event it is determined that he 
has not in fact seen such a "report," he should be emphatically 
advised to cease and desist from making such statements in the 
future. 

The JBS was formed in December, 1958, by candy manufacturer, 
Robert H. Welch, Jr., and has as its long-range objective "less 
Government, more responsibility, and a better world." 

RECOMMENDATION : 

There is attached for your approval a letter to Salt Lake 
City instructing that Reed Benson be contacted as indicated above.
